NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—~That a vast 
amount of illegal registration, espe- 
cially in the down-town sections of the 
city, has been discovered by the 
agents of State Superintendent of 
Elections Morgan was stated today at 
Morgan's office.

MINNEAPOLIS IS “DRY.” 
ANTI-SALOON CAMPAIGN WINS.

MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 5.— [Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Today was the first “dry 
Sunday” this city has had for over 
fifteen years. Not since 1888 has the 
experiment been tried, and at that 
time it proved a flat *vilure. 

Every licensed salon in the city was 
closed today. Every policeman had 
been given strict orders to see that 
saloon men obeyed instructions. As a 
consequence, not a single report of 
any infraction of order was reported. 
Salons outside the city limits did a 
rushing business. Men left in droves 
for Robbinsdale, Crystal Lake -and 
places around Keegan's Lake. 

Mayor Jones n ‘> a trip through 
the downtown districts and went 
around alley bar-romfs, as well as 
those on the thoroughfares. He said: 

“I went around to nearly two hun- 
dred saloons, and in not a single in- 
stance did I find a place open for busi- 
ness, and not a patrolman spoke to me 
about any attempt to open places. I 
am more than satisfied with the action 
of the saloon men in closing their 
places with such willingness.”

The Social 
Democrats and Revolutionists had 
planned a mammoth demonstration in 
connection with the funerals of those 
killed in last week's riots. Late last

The Soctalist 


leaders called off their plans. Accord- 


ingly, the funerals were held in pri- 


vate, and workmen attended services 


at various mills. 
Although the demonstration was 
formally abandoned, tens of thousands 


of spectators flocked to the Nevsky 


Prospect. The broad thoroughfare in 
front of the Kazan Cathedral was 
blocked by a great crowd of people, 
but there was no attempt at disorders 


and no occasion for the use of the 


squadrons of Hussars, Cossacks and 
Cuirasseurs held in reserve in the side 
streets. 

The revolutionary leaders here anti- 
cipate a period of comparative quiet. 
and speak of the great strike simply 
as a “maneuver” which forced autoc- 
racy to make concessions. 


Thomas E. Heenan, American con- | 


sul at Odessa, has sent a telegram to 
the American embassy saying that 


since Tuesday the bloody attempts 


upon the Jews have continued, and 
that he estimates the number killed 
in the thousands. Artillery, he says, 
has been employed to suppress the 
rioting, and the Jews have fired from 
windows upon the troops in the 
streets. Fortunately, he adds, thus 
far American interests are unaffected. 

Fatal encounters between the sol- 
diers and the populace and anti-Jewish 
excesses are reported from many 
places in the provinces. Yesterday 
and today, at Kremenchug, twenty 
persons were killed and eighty injured. 

At Kutais, a military train was 
wrecked and nine soldiers killed. Aft- 
er the collision, the revolutionaries 
opened a rifle fire on the train, and 
the troops replied in kind. There 
were several killed or injured on both 
sides. 

At Berdicheff, several persons were 
killed or injured, and at Minsk serious 
rioting arose through the troops pre- 
venting a meeting of citizens. The 
troops fired volleys into the crowds, 
and there was intermittent firing for 
along time. A hundred were killed 
and 600 wounded. : 

Indescribable horrors are being wit- 
nessed every day. The massacre and 
pillage of the Jews continues at Kish- 
ineff. 


{Order was preserved in St. Peters- 
burg, yesterday, though there was a 
notable demonsiration by revolutionists 
at the funeral of those who had been 
killed in ¢he disturbances of last week. 
In Odessa, Sunday was passed in com- 
parative quiet. Estimates of the casual- 
ties there from the beginning of the 
present troubles until Saturday night 
are 3500 to 7500 killed and 12,000 or more 
wounded.
